Lucien  C.  Warner,  M.  D.,  LL  D. 

One  of  the  prominent'  characteristics  of  Dr.  Warner  is  his  good 
judgment.  A marked  instance  of  this  is  his  selection  of  the  year 
1841  in  which  to  be  born.  This  enabled  him  as  a young  man  to 
see  “the  irrepressible  conflict  with  slavery,”  to  wear  the  “blue”  as 
a sergeant  in  Co.  K.  150th  Regiment  of  Ohio  Volunteers ; to  be  a part' 
of  the  tremendous  material  development  of  this  country  following 
the  Civil  War ; to  witness  the  gigantic  strides  in  science  and  inven- 
tion of  the  last  half  of  the  19th  Century ; and  to  take  part  in  that 
movement  towards  the  recognition  of  human  brother-hood,  which 
we  all  hope  is  to  be  the  great  and  outstanding  feature  of  the  present 
cycle-  What  period  of  three  score  years  and  ten  in  the  past  history 
of  the  world  has  seen  such  mighty  changes?  Truly  the  span  of 
this  life  has  been  “an  age,  on  ages  telling.” 

Again,  Dr.  Warner  showed  excellent  discretion  in  the  choice 
of  an  ancestry.  A member  of  the  Mayflower  Society,  by  right  of 
birth,  he  belongs  to  the  only  aristocratic  lineage  of  America. 

By  the  death  of  his  father,  Dr.  Warner,  as  yet  only  a lad,  was 
thrown  upon  his  own  resources.  Desiring  to  get  an  education  his 
attention  was  turned  to  Oberlin  by  a friend,  Mr.  Shubeal  Carver, 
who  loaned  him  a scholarship  to  help  him  on  his  way.  Coming  t'o 
Oberlin  he  spent  a year  in  the  preparatory  department,  and  four 
years  in  college,  and  was  graduated  in  1865.  During  this  time,  he 
was  dependent  almost  entirely  on  his  own  efforts. 

Studying  medicine  in  New  York  City,  he  received  his  degree 
of  M.  D.  in  1867  and  immediately  began  practice  as  a physician, 
at  first  in  the  state,  and  afterwards  in  New  York  City. 

In  1874,  with  his  brother,  the  firm  of  Warner  Brothers  was 
formed  to  manufacture  corsets,  and  the  business,  from  small  begin- 
nings has  grown,  until  today  it  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
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The  success  of  the  enterprise  brought  wealth  to  the  brothers,  and  fi- 
nally some  degree  of  leisure,  which  Dr.  Warner  has  spent  partly  in 
travel,  of  which  he  is  very  fond,  having  been  twice  around  the  world 
and  visited  most  of  the  things  worth  seeing  on  both  continents.  A 
few  years  ago,  he  turned  over  the  direct  responsibility  of  his  large 
financial  interests  to  his  two  sons,  leaving  himself  free  to  give  time 
and  thought  t'o  the  great  interests  of  humanity. 

The  limits  of  this  sketch  will  allow  only  the  briefest  reference 
to  the  outstanding  elements  of  Dr.  Warner’s  character. 

In  the  first  place,  lie  has  been  a loyal  son  of  Oberlin;  none 
more  so-  Elis  gifts  have  been  greater  than  those  of  any  other  alum- 
nus, nor  has  he  devoted  money  alone  to  his  Alma  Mater.  For 
many  years  he  has  been  a Trustee  and  though  a busy  man  he  has 
found  time  to  aid  the  College  in  a multitude  of  ways. 

A lover  of  music,  his  first  gift  put  on  a firm  basis  the  Conser- 
vatory, now  one  of  the  foremost  schools  of  music  upon  the  earth. 

As  a physician,  Dr.  Warner  realized  that  all  education  and  art 
must  have  a foundation  in  a sound  body,  and  so  he  gave  the  Warner 
Gymnasium. 

Nor  as  the  years  have  gone  by,  has  his  filial  love  decreased,  and 
Oberlin  is  still  receiving  his  beneficence. 

As  a man,  one  of  Dr.  Warner’s  strongest  points  is  his  clear 
head.  A man  of  few  words,  he  is  a good  listener. 

The  writer  of  this  sketch  has  had  the  privilege  of  serving  on 
several  Boards  with  Dr.  Warner,  and  has  noticed  that  after  a long 
discussion,  Dr.  Warner  will,  in  a dozen  words,  with  a sort  of  pscy- 
chologic  surgery,  lay  bare  the  heart  of  the  matter,  excising  with  one 
stroke,  all  the  extraneous  and  superfluous  discussion.  So  skill- 
fully, swiftly,  and  thoroughly  is  the  operation  performed  that  it 
usualy  ends  the  trouble,  then  and  there. 

Although  a man  of  strong  convictions  and  prompt  decision, 
he  is  preeminently  a reasonable  man.  He  will  listen  without  pre- 
judice to  argument  and  if  convinced  that  a first  judgment  is  wrong, 
he  has  no  false  pride  of  consistency,  but  will  promptly  reverse  him- 
self. We  all  know  how  rare  is  this  quality. 

Dr.  Warner  belongs  to  that  class  of  persons  who  used  to  be 
called  in  New  England  “serious  minded.” 
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Of  a quietly  cheerful  temperament,  he  nevertheless  does  not  look 
upon  life  as  a joke,  nor  as  an  opportunity  for  opening  an  oyster. 
He  is  neither  a downcast  pessimist,  nor  a frivolous  optimist,  but 
looking  the  facts  of  life  squarely  in  the  face,  he  shoulders  his  share 
of  the  responsibility  for  the  world  in  which  he  lives.  Would  that 
we  had  more  of  this  turn  of  mind ! 

This  sense  of  responsibility  led  the  firm  of  WarnerBrothers 
to  establish  at  their  own  expense  a large  completely  furnished 
Club  house  for  their  employees.  This  was  done  many  years  ago 
and  was  one  of  the  first  of  its  kind.  This  firm  felt  that  the  relation 
of  employer  and  employed  was  not  solely  a business  one,  of  so  much 
money  for  so  much  work.  They  recognized  that  fine  “noblesse 
oblige”  of  the  conscientious  capitalist,  to  establish  a closer  and  more 
human  relationship  than  merely  that  of  being  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  cashier’s  counter.  Many  rich  men  are  following  the  example  of 
Warner  Brothers.  “May  their  tribe  increase.” 

But  Dr.  Warner’s  broad  love  of  humanity  was  not  confined  to 
those  in  his  employ. 

An  almost  life  long  member  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  he  worked  for 
young  men  so  faithfully,  that  he  has  been  for  the  last  fifteen  years 
President  of  the  International  Society  of  the  Young  Mens  Christian 
Association. 

A descendant  of  the  Pilgrims,  Dr.  Warner  is  naturaly  a Con- 
gregationalist.  A Deacon  in  the  Broadway  Tabernacle  Church,  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  American  Missionary 
Association ; President  of  the  Congregational  Church  Building  So- 
ciety; he  has  lately  been  appointed  a member  of  the  Committee  of 
nineteen  of  the  National  Council.  There  is  no  layman  in  the  denom- 
ination upon  whom  more  honor  and  responsibility  has  been  placed. 

Fortunately  Dr-  Warner  has  not  had  to  die  before  receiving 
the  gratitude  and  honor  of  those  he  has  helped.  His  college  has 
given  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  and  LL.  D.  and  wherever  there  is 
a son  or  daughter  of  Oberlin  his  name  is  loved  and  revered- 

All  over  the  land  there  are  thousands,  whose  lives  have  been 
touched  by  this  one,  and  whose  hearts  beat  faster  at  the  sound  of  his 
name. 

I have  not  spoken  of  Dr.  Warner  in  his  family.  Never  was 
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there  a more  devoted  husband  and  father.  In  the  sacred  intimacy 
of  the  family,  Dr.  Warner  is  at  his  best'.  _ Suffice  it  to  say  that  he 
can  get  a unanimous  vote,  in  his  own  family,  at  any  time,  on  any 
question. 

Long  may  he  he  spared  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  benevo- 
lence, and  to  bless  a world,  which  he  will  leave  the  better  and  hap- 
pier for  his  having  lived  in  it.

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Warner  Gymnasium. 

The  recent  gift  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Warner,  of  New  York, 
makes  possible  the  completion  of  the  Men’s  Gymnasium,  in  substan- 
tial accordance  with  plans  for  the  entire  structure  which  were  drawn 
up  eleven  years  ago.  At  that  time  it  was  found  necessary  either  to 
erect'  a building  so  small  that  it  was  likely  soon  to  be  outgrown,  or 
else  to  finish  at  once  a portion  which  should  afford  the  accommo- 
dations immediately  demanded  and  postpone  the  construction  of 
the  balance- — about  forty  out  of  the  entire  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  front.  The  latter  alternative  was  adopted,  and  a temporary 
brick  wall  was  put  up  at  the  north  end  in  place  of  the  permanent 
partitions  which  will  hereafter  separate  the  two  portions. 

The  basement  rooms  now  to  be  added  will  furnish  separate  lock- 
er and  bathing  facilities  for  men  on  our  own  athletic  teams,  and  ac- 
commodations for  visiting  teams  which  have  hitherto  been  alto- 
gether lacking.  On  the  first  floor  Professor  Savage  will  have  ample 
office  rooms  opening  out  of  the  front  hallway,  and  behind  these, 
to  the  west  a second  large  dressing  room,  communicating  with  the 
present  bathroom,  will  raise  the  supply  of  available  lockers  to  a figure 
well  above  the  number  of  men  now  enrolled-  During  the  current 
year  there  have  been  only  427  lockers  for  a total  of  nearly  650  per- 
sons using  the  gymnasium.  The  second  floor  will  contain  another 
exercising  hall,  thirty-five  feet  by  sixty-five,  fully  equipped  with 
apparatus  and  large  enough  for  use  by  any  regular  class.  It  will 
be  lighted  from  the  sides  and  closed  above  by  a flat  ceiling  at  the 
height  of  the  truss  chords  in  the  main  hall.  The  rooms  above,  un- 
der the  north  slope  of  the  skylight,  are  intended  in  part  for  photo- 
graphic work,  for  purposes  of  record  and  research  and  to  supply 
material  needed  for  illustration  in  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

In  connection  with  the  new  building  operations  various  alter- 
ations and  improvements  will  be  made  in  the  present  portion,  as 
suggested  by  ten  years  of  experience.  The  total  cost  of  erection 
and  equipment,  including  these  changes,  is  not  to  exceed  $30,000. 
The  amount  expended  in  1900-1901  was  $45,000,  and  the  final  cost 
of  the  completed  gymnasium  will  therefore  be  about  $75,000.

The  only  charge  upon  the  edition  is  the  cost  of  postage ; the  entiie 
proceeds  of  the  book  are  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  two  so- 
cieties, Aelioian  and  L.  E.  S..  for  their  Fellowship  Funds.

NEW  ENDOWMENT 

President  King  announced  at 
Chapel,  March  14,  four  gifts  to 
Oberlin  College  amounting  to  $70,000; 
$50,000  of  this  amount  will  be  for 
an  Administration  Building,  $10,000 
for  a new  dormitory  for  women, 
and  $10,000  for  general  uses. 

The  name  of  the  donor  of  the 
$50,000  for  the  Administration  Build- 
ing was  not  announced,  it  being  his 
wish  that  his  name  should  be  with- 
held for  the  present.  This  gift  will 
meet  one  of  the  severest  needs  of 
Oberlin  College.  Seven  years  ago 
the  College  Chapel  was  burned,  in- 
cluding all  the  college  offices,  and 
since  1903  temporary  quarters  have 
been  used  for  administration  pur- 
poses in  a frame  residence  on  West 
College  Street.  Plans  have  already 
been  partially  prepared  for  the 
new  building;  the  offices  of  the  Treas- 
urer, Secretary,  and  Superintendent 
of  Buildings  and  Grounds  will  be 
on  the  first  floor;  on  the  second 
floor  there  will  be  offices  for  the 
President,  the  Assistant  to  the  Pres- 
ident, the  Registrar,  the  Dean  of  the 
College,  Dean  of  College  Men,  and 
committee  rooms.  There  will  also 
be  offices  for  the  Dean  of  the  College 
Women  and  for  the  Principal  of  the 
Academy,  together  with  a large  as- 
sembly room  for  the  meetings  of 
the  Faculty.  The  location  of  the 
new  building  will  be  decided  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  gift  of  $10,000  is  from  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  George  M.  Clark  of  Chi- 
cago, toward  the  construction  of  a 


new  dormitory  for  women,  to  be 
known  as  Keep  Cottage,  to  be  erec- 
ted as  a memorial  of  the  services  to 
Oberlin  College  of  Mrs.  Clark’s 
grandfather,  Reverend  John  Keep, 
for  many  years  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  of  Mrs. 
Clark’s  mother,  Mrs.  Theodore  J. 
Keep,  who  lived  in  Oberlin  for  many 
years  and  was  especially  interested 
in  aiding  self-supporting  women  to 
secure  their  college  education.  The 
total  cost  of  the  proposed  dormitory 
will  be  $25,000. 

There  were  two  gifts  of  $5,000 
each,  one  from  an  anonymous  friend, 
the  other  from  Mr.  L.  IT  Severance 
of  New  York,  the  donor  of  Severance 
Chemical  Labratory. 

These  gifts  are  all  a part  of  the 
Plalf  Million  Fund,  the  raising  of 
which  was  commenced  in  March, 
1909.  The  new  fund  now  amounts 
to  $480,000,  lacking  only  $20,000  for 
the  completion  of  the  entire  amount. 

March  21 — President  King  made 
the  following  announcement  at 
chapel : 

A non-resident  donor  who  is  de- 
sirous that  his  name  shall  not  be 
announced  at  the  present  time,  has 
deeded  to ' Mm  Irving  W.  Metcalf, 
acting  as  Trustee  for  Oberlin  Col- 
lege, the  property  fronting  on  South 
Professor  street  in  Oberlin,  known 
as  the  Johnson  estate,  comprising  ap- 
proximately twenty-two  acres,  val- 
ued at  from  $35,000  to  $40,000;  this 
property  is  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
College  in  a short  time,  on  satisfac- 
tory conditions.  This  gift  is  not  to 
count  upon  the  half  million  fund.

will  be  sold  for  $1.00  each  and  the 
full  amount  received  will  be  divided 
equally  between  the  two  societies.

COMMUNICATION 

Editor,  Alumni  Magazine: 

An  article  in  the  March  number  of 
this  paper  has  attracted  my  attention 
and  seems  to  demand  a reply.  The 
writer  deplores  the  fact  that  Ober- 
lin  should  have  any  but  purely  class- 
ical courses  in  her  curriculum.  Be- 
ing a “technical  man”  I should  like 
to  present  his  point  of  view,  as  the 
article  is  evidently  aimed  at  us. 

This  is  an  age  of  specialization 
and  I fully  agree  with  the  writer, 
that  Oberlin  should  stand  for  “the 
rounding  out  and  development  of 
the  whole  man.”  This  effort  is 
not  made  solely  for  the  individual 
man,  but  for  the  great  body  of  men 
who  can  be  reached  through  his  in- 
fluence. To  accomplish  this  end 
most  efficiently  Oberlin  must  have 
representative  men — men  who  will 
go  out  into  all  the  fields  of  human 
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endeavor  and  spread  the  "Oberlin 
Spirit.” 

From  observation  of  technical  stu- 
dents it  is  clear  that  they  are  divided 
into  three  groups:  (a)  Those  who 
would  not  take  cultural  subjects 
under  any  consideration.  (b) 
Those  who  would  like  to  take  both 
a cultural  course  and  a technical 
course,  but  feel  that  they  cannot  take 
both  entirely  (.c)  Those  who  would 
take  both  courses  under  any  consid- 
eration. 

The  first  group  is  not  of  inter- 
est here.  Likewise  the  third,  be- 
cause Oberlin  will  get  her  share  of 
them,  whatever  her  policy  may  be. 
Upon  the  value  of  the  second  group 
then  must  hang  our  decision.  Should 
they  be  excluded  entirely  as  a "pure- 
ly cultural  course”  would  do  or 
should  they  be  included  in  order  that 
the  student  body  may  be  representa- 
tive, a thing  which  the  present  pol- 
icy aims  to  do  ? 

But  you  will  say,”  Why  cannot 
those  men  take  a year  or  two  of 
“culture  subjects”  and  then  go  where 
they  will?  A few  do  this,  but  the 
majority  need  the  added  incentive  of 
the  diploma  and  the  recognition  of 
their  merits,  which  it  bears.  In  giv- 
ing them  this  incentive,  the  college 
not  only  has  a longer  time  to  instill 
the  “Intangible  Spirit”,  but  in,  the 
end  turns  out  men,  who  have  as 
large  a “capacity  for  culture”  as 
those  who  have  read  a few  more 
books  in  Greek  or  Latin  or  taken  an 
extra  course  in  Art.  And  after  all 
the  thing  that  counts  is  the  “capacity 
to  advance  in  culture”  and  not  the 
fact  that  one  has  taken  this  course 
or  that. 

The  idea,  as  T see  it,  of  the  intro- 


duction of  “shop  work”  for  the  tech- 
nical men  and  “non-resident  lectur- 
ers for  the  prospective  lawyers  is 
not  to  make  of  Oberlin  a cheap  uni- 
versity, hut  to  draw  representative 
men  from  all  the  walks  of  life.

BOOK  REVIEW 
The  Wholesome  Life  by  Roy 
Edwin  Bowers,  Minister  of  the  First 
Congregational  church  of  Wilmette, 
Illinois,  published  by  the  church 
through  the  Pilgrim  Press,  Chicago, 
Illinois. 

This  book  of  about  1,30  pages  con- 
tains a series  of  nine  sermons 
preached  recently  by  Mr.  Bowers. 


The  separate  titles  are;  Soul  and 
Body,  Schools  of  Mental  Healing, 
Christian  Faith,  The  Help  of  the 
Countenance,  The  Cure  of  Drudg- 
ery. Play  and  Amusements,  The 
Hurt  of  the  People,  Neighborliness 
and  Sursuin  Corda.  The  author 
has  “tried  to  reproduce  the  original 
atmosphere  in  some  degree  by  in- 
cluding lesson  references,  portions 
of  the  hymns  and  the  benedictions.” 
The  sermons  are  nothing  if  not 
wholesome  in  character,  full  of 
sound  advice  and  earnest  teaching. 
The  writer's  style  is  clear  and  lucid, 
simple  but  never  lacking  in  dignity. 
The  hook  has  about  it  that  rare 
charm  which  belongs  to  the  work  of 
a man  who  has  thought  much  on  his 
problems  and  can  then  communicate 
his  thoughts  to  others  clearly  and 
without  affectation.

ACTA  DIURNA 
Feb.  20 — The  joint  committee  of 
the  Men’s  Senate  and  the  Men’s  Lit- 
erary Societies  has  presented  a re- 
port to  the  Men’s  Senate,  recom- 
mending that  no  new  literary  society 
be  formed  among  the  men  this  year. 
The  committee  'believe  that  there  are 
enough  non-society  men  interested 
to  start  the  new  society  but  that  it 


is  too  late  to  do  so  this  year  espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  opposition  of  two 
of  the  three  societies  now  existing. 
Meanwhile  the  Senate  is  asked  to 
take  steps  to  arouse  interest  among 
the  men.  It  is  further  recommended 
that  the  present  entrance  fee  of  $5.00 
be  reduced  at  least  to  $2.00. 

The  report  says,  “Over  250  sets  of 
questions  were  sent  out.  With  con- 
siderable difficulty  137  men  were 
induced  to  answer  and  return  them. 
The  answer  showed  about  50  men 
who  claim  they  care  to  join  the  so- 
ciety now,  23  men  who  are  planning 
to  do  so  in  the  near  future,  and  30 
men  who  have  not  decided  the  mat- 
ter. About  20  per  cent,  of  the  men 
think  that  there  is  no  need  of  a new 
society;  40  per  cent,  have  not  join- 
ed on  account  of  too  much  other 
work ; 20  per  cent,  are  waiting  until 
a later  time ; 6 per  cent,  have  not 

joined  on  account  of  high  dues  and 
S per  cent,  because  they  have  been, 
or  know  that  they  will  be  rejected.” 

Feb.  21 — President  King  an- 
nounced at  Chapel  that  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Lucien  C.  Warner  had  given  to  the 
College  property  valued  at  about  $50,- 
000.  This  gift  will  make  possible  the 
completion  of  the  Warner  Gymna- 
sium. 

Lorado  Taft,  of  Chicago,  lectured 
in  the  U.  L.  A.  course.  Mr.  Taft 
gave  his  audience  an  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  sculptor’s  problems  and 
bis  methods  of  solving  them. 

Feb.  22 — The  patriotic  address  of 
the  day  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Henry 
S.  Bradley  of  Worcester,  Massa- 
chusetts. His  subject  was,  “The 
Higher  Patriotism,”  a plea  for  uni- 
versal peace.  It  was  an  unusually 
strong  address. 
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In  the  afternoon  President  and 
Mrs.  King  assisted  by  the  Faculty 
received  the  people  of  the  town  in 
the  Men’s  Building. 

The  annual  reception  given  by  the 
Faculty  to  the  Alumni  and  students 
was  held  in  the  Men’s  Building.  The 
men  who  are  rooming  on  the  third 
floor  kept  open  house  and  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  evening  their 
rooms  were  crowded  with  visitors. 
Refreshments  were  served  in  the 
dining  room  in  the  basement.  It 
was  the  most  enjoyable  “Washing- 
ton’s Birthday  Reception  ” held  in 
recent  years. 

Feb.  25 — The  basketball  team  de- 
feated Kenyon  in  a one-sided  game 
by  a score  of  81-15.  After  the  first 
ten  minutes  of  play  the  Kenyon  team 
was  forced  to  adopt  defensive  tac- 
tics but  in  spite  of  this  and  of  the 
fact  that  O'berlin  used  a large  num- 
ber of  substitutes  they  could  not 
hold  down  the  score  or  make  the 
game  interesting.

March  2 — Miss  Van  Deman  gave 


a lecture  on  “The  Greater  Rome”  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Classical  De- 
partment. Miss  Van  Deman  has 
spent  five  years  working  at  Rome 
and  in  the  vicinity  under  a grant 
from  the  Carnegie  Institute.  Her 
specialty  is  Roman  brick  work.  Her 
lecture  was  illustrated  with  slides 
made  from  her  own  photographs 
which  gave  some  remarkably  inter- 
esting views  of  the  Roman  remains 
in  Italy  and  Sicily. 

March  3— The  subject  for  the  an- 
nual debate  with  Ohio  Wesleyan  and 
with  Reserve  was : Resolved,  That 
Congress  should  provide  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a central  bank,  (con- 
stitutionality conceded ) Oberlin  up- 
held the  affirmative  at  Oberlin 
against  Wesleyan  and  the  negative 
at  Cleveland  against  Reserve.  Re- 
serve debated  the  negative  at  Dela- 
ware against  Wesleyan.  At  Oberlin 
Wesleyan  was  defeated  by  a unani- 
mous decision  and  at  Cleveland, 
Oberlin  lost  by  a majority  decision. 
Reserve  lost  unanimously  at  Dela- 
ware. Oberlin  thus  wins  the  largest 
number  of  points.  This  is  the  third 
victory  in  three  years.  Oberlin  was 
represented  at  the  home  contest  by 
Edmund  Burroughs,  Robert  White- 
head  and  Aldrich  Underwood  all  of 
Phi  Delta  and  Bert  Stowell  alternate 
of  Alpha  Zeta.  The  team  which  de- 
bated with  Reserve  was  composed  of 
C.  M.  Roberts  and  L.  W.  Fifield  of 
Phi  Delta,  C.  R.  Slocom  of  Phi 
Kappa  Pi  with  R.  T.  Hisey  of  Alpha 
Zeta  as  alternate. 

March  4 — Classes  in  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  Chapel 
exercises  were  omitted  because  of 
the  funeral  services  of  R.  J.  Jenkins 
of  the  senior  class.  Mr.  Jenkins  died 
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of  meningitis  at  Cleveland  after  a 
very  brief  illness.  He  was  promi- 
nent in  undergraduate  affairs  and  a 
member  of  the  College  Glee  Club. 
The  services  were  held  in  the  Second 
church.  President  King  and  Dean 
Miller  spoke  and  Dean  Bosworth 
offered  prayer. 

The  basketball  team  defeated  0. 
S.  U.  at  Columbus  by  a score  of  37- 
33.  This  is  the  second  victory  over 
O.  S.  U.  in  basketball  this  year  and 
gives  Oberlin  another  state  cham- 
pionship. The  game  was  very  close. 
At  the  close  of  the  second  'half  the 
score  was  a tie  31-31.  In  the  five 
minutes  of  extra  play  which  followed 
Oberlin  threw  3 baskets  and  O.  S. 
U.  only  one.

Madam  Morin  lectured  on  “Mad- 
am De  Sevigne  under  the  auspices 
of  the  French  department.  The  lec- 


ture was  given  in  French  and  was 
quite  well  attended. 

March  10 — A.  F.  Baker  of  the 
senior  class  won  the  mile  intercolle- 
giate championship  in  an  indoor  meet 
• at  Pittsburg.  His  time  was  4 min- 
utes and  27  seconds.  The  track  on 
which  the  race  was  run  was  a ten 
lap  wooden  track  with  the  turns  not 
banked.  Baker  had  never  run  on 
such  a track  before  and  was  matched 
against  Berna  of  Cornell  who  holds 
the  intercollegiate  record  for  the  two 
mile  race  and  two  fast  men  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  In 
spite  of  this  fast  competition  Baker 
won  the  race  with  ease  and  was  at 
no  time  hard  pressed.  It  seems  very 
likely  that  he  will  be  selected  to 
represent  the  United  States  in  some 
event  at  Stockholm  in  1912. 

March  11— The  basketball  season 
closed  with  a game  with  Allegheny 
in  Warner  Gymnasium.  Oberlin  was 
defeated  19-20.  Oberlin  has  lost  but 
two  games  this  season,  both  to  Alle- 
pheny.  The  other  game  was  won 
by  Allegheny  by  a margin  of  two 
points.  The  star  of  the  evening  was 
the  big  Allegheny  center.  Though 
Miller  usually  got  the  jump  on  him, 
his  team  so  played  into  his  hands  that 
he  appeared  to  be  the  only  Allegheny 
man  on  the  floor.  Oberlin  was 
ahead  at  the  close  of  the  first  half  10- 
6 but  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play 
the  visitors  came  up  and  when  the 
whistle  blew  the  score  was  tied.  Just 
at  that  moment  a foul  was  called  on 
Oberlin  and  Allegheny  throwing  the 
basket  won  the  gam;.  The  audience 
gave  the  visiting  team  the  heartiest 
kind  of  a welcome  and  cheered  their 
playing  almost  as  much  as  the  home 
team.

OBERLIN  ASSOCIATION  OF 
NEW  YORE 

One  hundred  and  thirty-live  per- 
sons sat  down  to  the  dinner  of  the 
Oberlin  Association  of  New  York,  at 
the  Hotel  Manhattan  on  Thursday 
evening,  February  16.  This  was  the 
twenty-fourth  annual  dinner,  and  the 
largest  attendance  in  the  history  of 
the  association.  The  usual  social  re- 
union preceded  and  followed  the  ban- 
quet, and  there  were  innovations  in 
the  line  of  solos  and  choral  singing 
by  all  the  alumni  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  meal.  The  evening  end- 
ed as  has  been  the  tradition  of  the 
last  two  or  three  banquets,  with  the 
younger  crowd  grouped  about  the 
piano  and  roaring  out  their  glees 
and  the  older  crowd  chatting  to 
music.  If  the  comment  of  many 
dinners  count  for  anything  the  oc- 
casion was  noteworthy  among  alum- 
ni reunions  in  the  metropolis  for 
the  atmosphere  of  informal  and  per- 
vasive good  fellowship  that  invested 
it. 

Lewis  H.  Pounds,  commissioner 
of  public  works  in  the  borough  of 
Brooklyn,  was  the  Toastmakter.  In 
speaking  to  the  “Oberlin”  toast. 
President  King  broke  away  from 
the  conventional  limitations  of  a pro- 
gress report  from  the  campus  and 
sketched  the  movement  of  the  pres- 
ent age  to  a stage  of  political  cos- 
mopolitanism and  economic  interde- 
pendence. He  decided  that  Ober- 
lin should  be  prepared  to  turn  out 
men  able  to  do  a man’s  part  in  the 
new  era.  The  Rev.  David  Barnes- 
Griftith,  introduced  by  the  Toastmas- 


ter as  one  who  “looked  after  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  McKelvey’s,” 
spoke  humorously  on  the  theme, 
“Oberlin  Outside.”  Joel  B.  Hayden, 
perhaps  the  youngest  alumnus  pres- 
ent answered  to  the  toast  “Adoles- 
cent Reflections.”  "Secretiveness” 
and  “gregariousness,”  he  said,  were 
the  distinctive  qualities  of  the 
younger  -Oberlin  generation,  as  they 
were  of  growing  boys.  This  ended 
the  formal  speechmaking,  but  Toast- 
master Pounds  got  a word  addition- 
al out  of  C.  W.  Williams  and  Car- 
roll  Churchill,  the  latter  of  whom 
described  himself  as  “a  mechanic  in 
India.” 

Music  is  a growing  feature  at  the 
Alumni  meetings  in  New  York;  the 
Oberlin  Association,  unlike  those  of 
many  other  colleges  here,  has  no 
need  of  importing  talent  from  the 
vaudeville  concert.  The  L.  L.  S. 
song-books  were  on  every  table  and 
people  knew  how  to  use  them.  John 
Prindle  Scott  has  written  a male 
chorus,  “A  Legend  of  Oberlin,”  new 
to  all  the  alumni,  and  this  the  alum- 
ni glee  dug  gave  in  unison  and  in 
rousing  fashion.  Mr.  Scott’s  mellow 
voice  was  heard  in  “The  Trumpeter.” 
Miss  Helen  C>.  Mears  sang  a Scotch 
song  with  sympathy  and  authority.

Mr.  E.  Alexander  Powell,  a stu- 
dent in  the  College  ’99 — ’00  has  con- 
tributed several  articles  to  the  lead- 
ing magazine  recently.

The  latter  always 
looks  upon  America  as  mother  of 
civilization,  a staunch  friend  of  Ja- 
pan, and  will  never  go  to  war  unless 
compelled  to  do  so  for  self-defence. 
Our  common  sense  tells  us  that  war 
does  no  good  to  either  nation.”
